It must be rectified 
To do so requires ships, to rende 
ships effective we require naval sta- 
tions. 
It is this condition which re- 


quires expansion, the holding of the 
Philippines.

Of course there are those who hold 


that a mere naval base at Manila is 
sufficient. 
If we had no chance of 


securing more it would be; but the 
opportunity is before us to render 
ourselves impregnable there. If Spain 
is permitted to hold part of the 
Philippines she will inevitably be 
forced to cede them or parts of them 
to other powers. England, Germany, 
France or Russia, with a' naval base 
in the Philippines, would lessen the 
strategic value of the islands'" to us. 
Instead of the sole strategic control 
of the trade routes of the Western 
Pacific we would have to divide it 
with others. This condition alone 
uro-es the necessity of our keeping 
the entire archipelago which Dewey 
and Merritt have 'won for us.
